STREET WIDENING 


European cities are now spending large 
money in the work of widening their streets to aeeommo- 


sums of 


date more traffic. It is ‘an expensive process, because 
the thoroughfares in these old established centres are 
closely built up on either side. To widen (hem means 


the destruction or the removal of many buildings, but in 
spite of the expense the work must be done, A greater 
volume of faster moving traffic demands 

The majority of Edmonton’s streets are wide, but 
they are not too wide, Some of them are not wide 
enough, and now is the time to remedy this defeet—be- 
fore they are closely built up, Kirkness sireet is to be 
widened next year, and a modern business block erected 
on Kirkness this season was set back five feet irom the 
old street line in anticipation of the improvement. This 
practice of setting buildings back from the street line 
should be carried out more generally, On many streets 
it should be enforced by the civic authorities 
traffic on these streets will demand more room. 

The introduction of the automobile and the motor 
truck has marked the beginning of a new era in city 
traffic.
